BRISTOW. 
CATE'S CRUSHING CHARGES. 
Special Dispaich tu The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinoeton, D. C., April 28.—Cate, of Wis- 
cousin, appeared as prosecutor before the Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the Treasury Depart- 
ment this morning, with his wituesses, for the 
purpose of making his charges good agains» the 
Secretary of the Treasury. Gen. Bristow was 
also present. The case broke down upon Judge 
Cate’s bands at the very outset, and coatinued 
to go worse throughout the four hours which 
the Committee devoted to it. His first witness 
was Mr. E. E. Johnson, of Milwaukee, attorney 
for the owners of the bark Mary Merritt, whom 
Cate had summoned to substantiate his charge 
that when he had called upon Secretary Bristow 
to secure the remission of the forfeiture the 
Secretary had refgred him to his private 
secretary as a man who would fix the case up for 
him, and that he had met the ortvate secretary 
and secured the remission of the forfeiture. 
Mr. Johnson testified in the most emphatic terms 
that 

NOTHING OF THE KIND EVER TOOK PLACE; 
that on the contrary the Secretary informed him 
that he could have nothing to do wun the case, 
because he had formerly assisted in it before 
Judge Richardson, and on that count the case 
must be decided by other officers of the Depart- 
ment. 

It further appears that the charge of Judge 
Cate that Secretary Bristow had formerly ap- 
peared as counsel in the case was altogether er- 
roneous; that he had, simply as a friendly act, 
taken personal friends of his to Secretary 
Richardson, introduced them, and set forth the 
points of their case, not as an attorney, but as 
a mere friendly act; that he had 

REFUSED AN OFFER OF COMPENSATION 
made before he went to Secretary Richardson, 
and that he had never secured a fee or been re- 
tained as eounsel. 

Cate’s second witness was ex-District-Attor- 
ney Hubbell, of Milwaukee, who was removed 
at the time the whisky prosecutions began, and 
since been retained as counsel by some of the 
indicted parties. He testified that Johuson, on 
qs return from Washington, had said to him 
that the Secretary would soon visit Philadel- 
pha and that the case would be settled by te 
Assistant Secretary. He would not testify that 
Mr. Johnson meant to convey the impression 
that the Secretary was leaving in order that the 
case might be settled, and Johnson himself, up- 
on being examined on this point, swore posi- 
tively that there was no ground for such an 
impression, and he never intended to con- 
vey it. 

Hobbell’s testimony utterly 

FAILED TO ESTABLISH THE LEAST IMPROPRIETY 
on the part of the Secretary, but it established 
the fact that he (Hubbell) had received from 
the owners $300 as fees, the sum he would have 
been entitled to if the forfeiture had taken 
place, and Mr. Johnson testified that this was 
one of the considerations of Hubbell's with- 
drawing his objections to the remission. 

Mr. Evans, attorney for Trice Bros., 
tucky, gave a full history of the case, 
that Secretary Bristow had

NEVER BEEN COUNSEL ; 
had never received a fee, and had only actea as 
a matter of personal friendship to oblige them 
as his personal friends; that he had writtea 
them, and the correspondence was read, show- 
ing that the Secretary had declined all possibie 
connection with the case after he became Sec- 
retary, and had carried the matter of his objec- 
tious to considering it to sucn an extreme as to 
sever for a long time their friendly relations. 
The letters were read, and were of the most 
creditable character to the Secretary.

IMPEACHMENT. 
YESTERDAY'S COURT PROCEEDINGS. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuincron, D. C., April 28.—The impeach- 
ment farce occupied the attention of the Sena- 
tors upwards of five hours this afternodn, aud 
the Court then adjourned until Monday, having 
made no progress at all. After a preliminary 
tilt between Manager Lord and Matt Carpenter, 
the Senators held a long consultation in the 
marbie room, returning with two orders regulat- 
ing the trial, which propose to commence on the 
4th of May, when arguments will be heard from 
three of the counsel and three managers, who 
are to take sucb time as they might agree 
upon. This did not suit the managers, 
who deputed George Hoar to object 
to the order. He took the ground that neither 
brauch of the American Congress stands as a 
suitor at the bar of the other, but that the 

CONCURRENT JUDGMENT OF THE HOUSES 

is necessary to an impeachment just as their 
concurrent action is necessary to the enactment 
of alaw. Mr. Hoar then demonstrated by Brit- 
ish precedents, as well as by the Andy Johnson 
case, that the mavagers have the right to pre- 
sent the case and to make the final reply. Mr. 
Dawes said that common courtesy de- 
manded that the counsel should be 
heard, and Matt Carpenter replied to 
Mr. Hoar declaring that his client did not want

The expense already incurred by the Sergeaat- 
at-Arms on account of the impeachment man- 
agers is about $10,000.

KILBOURNE. 
THE RECREANT WITNESS AT LIBERTY. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicage Tribune. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., April 28.—Hallet Kil- 
bourne, the recusant witness whom the House 
imprisoned for refusing to deliver his private 
books and papers to a Committee of the Investi- 
gating Real-Estate Pool, was discharged from 
the custody of the Sergeant-at-Arms on a writ 
of habeas corpus by Chief-Justice Cartter, of the 
District Supreme Court. The case, of itself un- 
important, possesses much interestin the way 
of a precedent, for such cases have been, and 
are likely still to be, plenty in this city. Kil- 
bourne was imprisoned in the common jaii for 
upwards of five weeks, the House as- 
suming to have the power to com- 
mit for contumacy. Kilbourne was 
also indicted under the law by 
the Grand Jury. After five weeks he obtained a 
writ of habeas corpus. The House Judiciary Com- 
mittee reported adversely on the propositiod to 
produce the body of the witness ia Court, but 
the House 

DIRECTED THE BODY TO BE SURRENDERED 
to the Court, and Kilbourne was transferred 
from the custody of the Sergeant-at-Arms to 
that of the Daited States - Marshal 
of the District. Then arguments were 
heard, and the prisoner prayed that 
he might be admitted to bail and 
discharged from custody to answer the indict- 
ment. He claimed that the House had not 
jurisdiction to punish the particular contempt 
described in this case, but admitted that it has 
in some cases, but that it should not be carried 
beyond its necessity, the law requirin oo the 
case must be certified to the Grand aud 
tried by a jury. This particular 2 
being a misdemeannor, cannot be tried by 
the House. Crimes and misdemeanors, except 
in impeachment, must be tried by the courts, 
and in no case has the House power to try mis- 
demeanors. It isa principle laid down in the

for the same offense, and the question is asked 
has the power of the House inflict punish- 
ment involved in its order 214 — traneferred 
by law to the adjudication of the courts ?

Fram an Occaswual Correspondent, 
mroton, D. C., April 26.—The object of 

William Penn Nixon, Assignee and Receiver of 
the Inter-UVoean, who was recently here, was to 
make personal inquiries. as to the alleged con- 
nestlou of Shelby M. Cuilom with the Wester- 
mann distillery frauds and the Har- 
per defalcation. Nixon, it seems, had be- 
come 80 disturbed by rumors of this character 
current in lihmois, that be came bere to as- 
certain for himself what the charges were. He 
immediately went to the Treasury and desired 
to see the confession of Albert Smith, which has 
been referred to in some of the Uhicago papers. 


Mr. Nixon was at firat refused permis- 
sion to see thie oonfession, which is 
of so much importance at the forthcom- 


ing trials of Harper aod Smith io June. 
Nixon, however, after several days’ efforts, aud 
the friendiy interposition of a number of 


Congressmen, succeeded in obtaining per- 
mission to ecamne the papers. He 
was also advised of some of the 


circumstances connected with the coufession, 
There is nothing in the confession of A! Smith, 
or in the ipformation of the ollicers of the De- 
partment, so far as can be ascertained, which in 
Dr way tends ve implicate Cullom im the 
Westermann Distilory frauds, The only 
charge agaiuet bim that appears to be 
serious is that of his alleged guilty Know- 
edge that the money which was paid 
to bis bank by the defaulliung Harper was 
Government funds. Ail Smith also verbally 
confessed, it is said, that OCullom went with 
Harper to the vaulie of the bank at midnight 
and took the large sum of money in question to 
save his bank from lose, kvuowiog that that 
money belonged to the Government and was 
handed to him by an actual defauiter; but this 
allegation of Smith ie not believed here. It 
would seem that the koowledge of these 
charges or aliegations created a very 
strong impression upon Nixon's mind. 
whee he was here, and suggesied to him the 
propriety of calling upon Cullom for immediate 
goswer and explanation of the charges.

unsound mind as well as bad morals. These 
charges are made by the Cincinnati Hnguirer, 
a paper whose Democracy has never been 
questioned or suspected. 

Exurson, the Engineer of the House, is 
charged by MoGxxsxr, Assistant Engineer 
(Democrat), with stealing Government prop- 
erty, with irregularities in the Brooklyn Navy- 
Yard, and with attempting to poison a phy- 
sitian in New York City. The latter charge, 
associated with the awful condition of the 
atmosphere of the House, is already making 
the Democratic members in the House un- 
easy lest there may be in the cellars some 
member of the Borora family. 

There are other subordinates of the House,

If this be the record of the Democratic 
party now when it controls only the patron- 
age of the House, what will it be if it 
should obtain controlof the patronage of the 
whole Government ? 


THE SECRET SERVICE BUREAU. 

There is an intimation from Washington 
that the House of Representatives propose to 
drop the appropriation for the Government 
secret service, which will necessitate the 
abandonment of that branch of the public 
service and the discharge of its employes. 
‘This is a very unwise movement if it be 
actually contemplated, There is no question 
but that there were serious abuses in the 
‘secret service in years past, but chat is cer- 
tainly no reason for the abandonment of a 
department which is useful and necessary if 
properly managed, If it were, then it would 
follow that popular government should be 
abandoned because ita libertios and oppor. 
tunities have been abused, Moreover, the 
secret service haw been thoroughly renovated 
singe it wae under ‘the eontral of Würmer 
and run in the interest of the Diatriet Ning, 
li has heen doing the moat eMfeiont work 
during the past two- years, Tt waa rear 
ganived under Mian Wann, who te at 
the same time an expert detective and an 
honest man, tle haa been thoroughly toasted 
in hoth rewpecta, Mines he assumed control 
of the servive, the records of thé olle show 
that @175,000 in counterfell money haa been 
recovered, aver 100 eounterfell plates aay» 
tured, and YOO men wentte the Penitentiary 
for counterfeiting, This hae been the prince 
cipal work of the Mareen, and i has heen 
prameonted eo energetionlly and haneatly that 
the gangs of counterfeiters Uireughout the 
country are demoralised and aeatiored, They 
have given up all hope of eavape if they fall 
into Wasn hands, and know that they 
dannot count upon any compromises that will 
Guaranty them immunity, In addition to the 
Aon ul raids on the counterfeiters, Mr, 
Wastntanw and his assistante have been no- 
tably efficient in working up the exposure of 
the Whisky Ring, and have enjoyed the con- 
fidence of the Secretary of the Treasury in 
this matter when even the revenue officials 
were not trusted with information as to the 
movements intended. 

It is probable that the intention of abolish- 
ing the secret service has received encourage- 
ment from the supposed use of some of its 
funds in Davenport's work of preventing 
frauds in New York City. But there is an 
error in this. The so-called ‘‘ secret-service 
fund,” of which Davenport used a part in a 
legitimate way, was not the regular secret- 
service fund, set aside to maintain a 
system for prosecuting counterfeiters and 
Gevernment thieves, but was taken from a 
special secret-service fund belonging to the 
Department of Justice, and especially appro- 
priated by Congress for the purposes for 
which it was employed. The error of sup- 
posing Davxxronr's money to have cdme 
from the regular secret-service fund arose like- 
ly from the fact that Wuarr.er,then Chief of the 
service, was intrusted with bothfunds. But 
the fact is that the interests of the public serv- 
ice demand just such an organization as Mr. 
Wasusven has formed, and, if it be abandon- 
ed, the country will be overrun with counter- 
feiters, the mails will be robbed. illicit dis- 
tilling will come into vogue, and the public 
service will be preyed upon in thousands upon 
thousands of dollars in excess of the cost of 
maintaining Wasupurn’s force. Within a 
year after its abandonment the necessity of 
its re-establishment will be apparent, and 
then it will costa million or more to re- 
place the service upon its present footing, 
with the danger of its falling into bad hands. 
It will be a serious mistake toabandon it now 
when it is more eflicient and honest than 
ever before. 


THE FROPOSED Bt STANDARD OF 
Benator Jowes, of Nevada, may be said to 
represent silver, The principal production 
of the mountains, valleys, slopes, streams, 
and rocks, which make up the territory with.

i change than gold, Hy having the double 
slander, there ia d permanenay given to 
both; that when gold becomes searce and 
wivances in value, the debtor: should 
have the benefit of the silver standard, and 
When silver heeomes searee and advances in 
value, then the debtors should have the bene: 
At of the wold standard, The double stand 
ard if eee to prevent eombinations te 
advance the value of gold, and to proteet the 
debtor clase should the eupply of either metal 
fail, Bven during Auetuations the ave 
of the differences between the two Stan 
would always be the real measure of values, 
Mr. Jonna earnestly protested against the 
demonetizing of silver by the world, and 
especially by the United States, He 


it „ trick of the gold-producers and of 


Lombard street, which is the money centre 
of the world, to get exclusive control of the 
single standard of value among 
nations. 

We do not agree with Mr. Jonzs that it is 
necessary to have two standards of value, or 
that there is any danger to be apprehend- 
ed that, if gold be made the exclusive stand- 
ard, its production will become a mo- 
nopoly. When that time comes, should it 
ever come, as it has never yet come, the 
people of that day will have the wit to meet 
the extraordinary emergency. The partial 
demonetization of silver as a standard has 
not been attended by any serious disuse of it 
as a currency. The world’s commerce every 
day demands less and less actual coin in pro- 
portion to ita business, to effect its exchanges 
of other property. The bill of exchange dis- 
penses with the gold that would otherwise 
have to pass between parties, and the gold 
necessary is simply that needed to adjust 
balances. There may be seasons of tempo- 
rary scarcity of gold, as there have been, and 
even if the known deposits of that metal be 
nearly exhausted, as Mr. Jones states they 
are, it does not follow that other deposits 
may not be discovered. Within thirty years 
the mines of California and Australia have 
been opened, and it is reasonable to assume 
that gold does exist elsewhere, and will con- 
tinue to be found to the end of time. 

The demonetizing of silver does not in- 
volve its disuse as coin. All the nations of 
the world will use it as a subsidiary coin ; the 
United States can find use for several hun- 
dred millions of it as a substitute for the pa- 
per currency with which the country is af- 
flicted. The decline in silver has reached its 
lowest mark, and there is no valid or reason- 
able pretext that can be presented why Con- 
gress should not authorize a coinage of silver 
dollars until the whole country is supplied 
with it. The fractional currency is but a 
small portion of the money used in ordinary 
daily transactions; the whole volume of 
small notes, national as well as bank notes, 
should give way to the free circulation of sil- 
ver dollars, and these dollars should be of the 
honest standard weight which has always 
been retained for the American dollar, The 
gold being the sole legal standard, the silver 
will always circulate in common use to the 
exclusion of the gold, reducing the demand 
for the latter and increasing that for silver, 
While silver will cease to be a legal-tender, 
except asa subsidiary coin, the demand for it 
will auffer but Little diminution, Hut the 
making both a legal-tender and having both 
a legal standard will produce the very same 
condition ef things whieh now existe with 
gold and paper both legal-tender, the inferior 
excluding the superior in general wae, and 
wubject, aa the paper currency la, to all mane

LITTLE JONNNY DAVENPORT'S WAY, 

Rane ae may safely content the 
pal with Hines Oven for blundering, 
Jounny Davewrow? may be little in alee, but 
ln Hanwey Cavieren's hands he hat grown 
lo be an elephant, Lan elephant whieh 1. 
(„ would like to got rid of, The diapatohes 
yesterday morning rather pithily intimated 
that anne waa sick, Tt ia lithe wonder, 
Little Jouway Davewpone and the way he haa 
have heen @aleulated te make stronger men 
han Cantet aiek, anne haa blindered 
from fret to last. He blundered in allowing 
a defamatory charge againat the President to 
get out of the Committee-room into the Dem. 
borntio hewapapers Without knowing whether 
he could maintain . He blundered in in- 
stilting his witness, because he thereby was 
called “indecent” and a “ low-minded Con- 
gressman ” by Democratic newspapers. He 
blundered in inviting him to produce the 
vouchers for the money he expended in ex- 
posing Democratic corruptions. The hugest 
blunder he has made, however, is contained 
in the very first question he asked of him, 
Says Mr. Cairn: 

The testimony taken before this Committee the day 
previous to your sending this dispatch showed that 
there had been $35,000 paid to you out of the secret- 
service fund, from a period embracing some time in 
the year 1871 to some time in the year 1874, I think.

HOW THE FARMERS ARE PROTECTED. 

It was a favorite argument of the Protec- 
tionists during the War, and for a year after 
it (which covered the period of inflated 
prices for agricultural products), that a high 
tariff did not injure the farmers. The editor 
of Tus Trisunz was misled by false appear- 
ances into believing the same thing fora 
short time, but which subsequent facts and 
observations vorrected. It was during this 
period he wrote a communication giving a table 
of agricultural prices in New York at four 
dates, viz.: in January, 1850, 1861, 1865, and 
1866, which seemed to bear out the fallacy. 
Ten years have elapsed since then, and the 
protection given by the tariff has been largely 
increased, and the evil working of the system 
has been fully developed. 

We now reproduce the same table, adding 
thereto the prices in January, 1876, in the 
same market, and ask the especial attention 
thereto of the farmers who believe that they 
have been benefited by protection. The 
table, thus enlarged, is as follows: 
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To facilitate the comparison, the value of 
the currency at the dates given was, on the 
dollar, in 1850, 100 cents; in 1861, 100 cents; 
in 1866, 713 cents; and in 1876, 88 cents, 
Any one who examines the list and computes 
the prices paid in 1861 with those in 1876, 
and reduces the latter to an equivalent gold- 
value currency, will discover that the unpro- 
tected farmers in 1850 and in 1861 got as 
high prices for their products as they did in 
Lav. 0 
While the farmers are thus loft without any 
protection and get nothing for their produets 
hut what the world la obliged to pay them, 
the protective tariff applies to them a very 
diferent rule, While the farmers have the 
prices of all they have to well fined in a 
foreign market, Congress, under the farm of 
a protective tariff, establishes a minimum 
price for all thay have to buy, and thin ie 
lone by a sende of tases whieh the farmers 
pay, We ve a brief lint’ of indinpensable 
articles and the tas levied thereon | 
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We might extend this list indefinitely, but 
these will show the farmer how it is that, 
while he gets just the same for his products 
that he got before the protective tariff, it 
takes three bushels of grain, three hogs, and 
three barrels of flour to buy, in 1876, what 
two bushels, two hogs, and two barrels would 
have bought before Protection. In 1860.1, 
the average tariff tax was about 15 per cent, 
and the farmer can look over the rates of 
taxes now demanded and discover how the 
tariff, under the pretense of protection, con- 
sumes at least one-third of all he produces. 
Nor is this tax thus extorted paid into the 
Treasury ; the Government gets a small pro- 
portion, while the rest is collected as a 
bounty by the protected and privileged 
classes. 


FRENCH ELECTION CONTESTS. 

The London Times has been reading the 
Republican party in the French Parliament a 
very useful lesson in the politival elementaries 
by showing them that they are something 
more than one hundred years behind the 
British Parliament. The occasion of the re- 
buke is the course of the majority in quash- 
ing the elections of many Deputies whose re- 
turn had been established because they hap- 
pened to belong to the Opposition or Ultra- 
montane party. The Times says: 


The returns that have been complained of have been 
remitted to the Committee for examination, and these 
Bureaux, not having, as our own Election Committees 
had, the power of finally deciding on the elections re- 
ferred to them, have reported to the Assembly the 
facts of each case, with a recommendation as to the 
course that should be taken. In scarcely any instance, 
however, have the majority of the Chamber cared to 
pay any respect to the report of a Committee, except 
where it recommended that the election of a friend 
should be confirmed or that of an opponent set aside, 
although it may be eaid ip extenuation of tne Chamber 
that their own want of respect for the principles of 
justice has frequently been anticipated by the Bu- 
reaux, A Committee being chosen by lot might have 
a Conservative majority among its members, and the 
limited number of members sitting in a Committee 
has sometimes helped to make each member act in « 
conscientious manner, but the Chamber has uniforntly 
unseated Conservative Deputies whose elections have 
been impugned, Any pretense has apparently been 
deemed good enough bo justify the setting aside of an 
election case, 

After pointing out numerous instances of 
this flagrant injustice, and ecensuring M. 
Gamarrra for not applying & corrective, the 
Times shows the antiquated manner of ita 
proceedings by histerival references, Up to 
the year 1770, the validity or invalidity of the 
election of a member of the Bnglish Pariia 
ment was determined by a vote of the whole 
House of Commons, w that the tenure of a 
seat in Parliament waa determined upon

uation waa Anally corrected, at firat by an act 
which Lord AN III succeeded in passing, 
which intrusted the question of the validity 
af oleotiona to a amall committee appointed 
hy lat, and eventually, in 1808, hy leaving the 
question ta the on of the Judges af the 
land, and taking it out of Parliament alto. 
gether, 

Te will geen to almout every one that, in 
reading this lene to the Preneh Parliament, 
tiie Londen Tes ie alae reading a lesson to 
the Atheriean Con » bid, While the Frohen 
may be a hundred years behind the Bagliah, 
we are atill further behind the Baglish than 
the French. We borrowed the Bngliah plan 
and incorporated it in our Constitution, and 
there it still remaina, making the Mouse the 
judge of the election of ite members. There 
is no question that the practice has become 
a most serious abuse in our aystem of 


politics, 
and that it has degenerated into a purely 


business, not so arbitrary and unjust 
as the French practice referred to, but suffi. 
ciently so as to make it absolutely certain 
that it would be profitable for us to follow 
the English, and assign the duty of pro- 
nouncing upon the validity of elections 
to the courts. Seats are contested now 
upon the most flimsy pretexts, the con- 
testant being reasonably sure that his 
party friends will vote him in, or, if he fails, 
that he will draw pay and mileage at the end 
of the contest. Such a reference will save 
time, and thereby save money to the Gov- 
ernment; save double pay, save partisan 
demoralization, and result in a more just 
and equitable decision in contested cases. 
There may be some excuse for France, which 
is just starting upon its experiment of a reg- 
ular Parliamentary system, but there is cer- 
tainly no excuse for ourselves in preserving 
this antiquated practice any longer. The 
proper reference of contested seats is to the 
United States District Courts of the district 
where the. contestants happen to live. A 
judicial decision from an impartial source 
would be more satisfactory, since it would be 
divested of partisan considerations, and it 
would, in addition, save time and money to 
the Government, and a fearful demoralization 
in politics, 

THE CONGRESSIONAL PRINTER. 

Mr. A. M. CLarr, whose claim to distinc. 
tion rests upon his occupancy of the office 
known as Government Printer, seems to have 
been liberally endowed with the American 
characteristic of ‘‘cheek.” The full measure 
of his possession in this line was not devel- 
oped until he had submitted to the fire of 
Congressional investigation. After acknowl- 
edging the jurisdiction of the House Printing 
Committee to investigate his management of 
the printing-office by appearing before them, 
by asking and obtaining leave to bring coun- 
sel with him to cross-examine the Govern- 
ment witnesses, and to introduce witnesses 
on his own behalf, the dignity of Mr. CLarr 
suddenly revolts against being investigated 
by ‘so insignificant a body as the Lower 
House of Congress, as he is an officer, 
technically, of the Upper House, Here is 
the letter in which he insists upon a proper 


recognition of his importance:

CLarr has refused to favor the House with 
any such showing, probably the best ground 
for the Senate to take is that it does not want 
any officer who isn’t prepared at any time 
to demonstrate the honesty of his accounts, 
and so summarily kick Mr. CLarr out. This 
is a very simple proceeding in the Senate, 
which may proceed at any time to vacate any 
one of its offices by electing a new occupant. 
This will be the best way to dispose of Mr. 
CLarr, after which he will probably deign to 
submit to an examination either before a 
House Committee or a Grand Jury.

If they continue for 
the year in the same proportion as 
for the first quarter, it is estimated we shall 
have sent to that country in 1876 as much as we 
gent in 1874 and 1875 togetber. There has been 
a decided decrease in the quantity and value of 
almost every article imported, except rice and 
coffee, which is offset by the increase of articles 
ot food and clothing, of which the Chinese im- 
port the greater part. The same paper gives 
some details of the arrivals and departures of 
Chinese passengers, which afford a basis cf esti- 
mating the number in California. During the 
pest twenty-three years 214,226 have arrived and 
90,089 departed, leaving an excess of arrivals of 
124,187. Deducting the number of deaths during 
the same period, the Chinese population of the 
coast is estimated at 110,000, of which about 
80,000 are in San Francisco. 
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The impending crisis in Spanish politics arises 

from the proposition before the Cortes to abol- 
ish the Foeros or special constitutional codes of 
the Basque Provinces. These obtain in the 
Provinces of Biscay, Navarre, Alva, and Guipuz- 
cos, and date from the occupation by the Visi- 
goths more than twelve centuries since. In the 
thirteenth century they were revised, and since 
bave been in force without interruption. Under 
the Foeros, these provinces bave maintained 
the right of local self-government almost abso- 
lately. In Biscay the local government is vested 
ina Corrigidor, and two deputies and six Regi- 
fores appointed by the Provincial Assembly, 
which is the supreme power in all local matters, 
sed under their Fuero Biscayans are exempt 
from service in the Spanish army. The Fueros 
of ihe other provinces secured to the people of 
them substantially the same rights and privi- 
leges, and in Navarre such is their independence 
of the crown that no Spanish tax-gatherers are 
known, and the total revenue contributed to 
Spain is limited to an annual grant of $18,000 
made by the Provincial Cortes. The Biscayans 
of these provinces number about 700,000, wholly 
dissimilar in manners, customs, and language 
from the Castilians. They retain the fierce in- 
Gependence of their Gothie ‘ancestors, and will 
Bearce resign their independence without a stub- 
born contest. The indications are that, rather 
than provoke it, the Spanish Cortes will relin- 
quish the project, which certainly would lead to 
ether civil war.

Ald, Hildreth moved to temporarily postpone 
the Canvame in Order that e eonmunieation fram 
the Comptroller and an ordinanee sonderning 
the tare should be voueidered, 

Ald, Oullerton said, while he waa in favor of 
oil upon the ordinance, yet he believed it 
would be improper te take it ap at the present 
time, If the charter was atrictiy carried out, the 
can ves Ought Hot to be interfered with. There 
were & great many shrewd lawyers in the eity 
who would be glad to take advantage of any- 
thing irregular in regard to the tax-levy. 

Ald. Hildreth said there ought to be wo delay 
in passing the ordinance in order that the em- 
ployes of the city, numbers of whom were suf- 
fering forthe want of money, could receive 
their salaries, He had been informed that the 
Comptroller bad received a dispatch from one 
of the largest houses in New York to the effect 


that after the passage of the ordinance all the 


money desired could be obtained for the certif- 
cates. The Council ought to come to the rescue 
of the people, who were anxiously awaiting their 
pay. He defied any lawyer to show that the 
election would be rendered invalid or auy other 
evil arise from a temporary suspension of the 
canvass. 

The Chairman said no motion was necessary 


for the Committee to proceed with the canvass. 


Ald. Hildreth’s motion, however, was in order. 

Aid. Fitzgerald hoped this motion would pre- 
vail, and moved the previous question. 

Ald. Waterman rose to a point of order. Be- 
ing directed by the charter to canvass the vote 
immediately, they could not transact any other 
business. 

The Chairman believed the Council had the 
right to postpone any matter if a majority of the 
Aldermen desired it. The point was not well 
taken. 

Ald. Waterman appealed from the decision of 


the Chair. 

Ald. Case seconded the appeal. 

Ald. Fitzgerald moved ¢o lay it on the table. 

Ald. Waterman—lIt is said Mat this is very 
important —— 

Ald. Fitzgerald rose to a point of order. 
When the previous question was ordered the 
Aiderman had no right to make a speech. 

The Chairman said the previous question had 
simply been calied, and not ordered. 

Ald. Fitzgerald was not satisfied with this. He 
remained on his feet, notwithstanding that the 
Chairman held that Ald. Waterman was in order, 
and there were loud cries for him te sit down. 

Ald. Hildreth next tried his band at a point. 
He considered an appeal should be settled with- 
out debate. 

Tne Chairman intimated that such a practice 
had not prevailed in the Council. 

Ald. Hildreth, however, was not to be squelch- 
ed so easily. He had another point. A motion 
to lay on the table was not debatable. 

This was also decided against him, and, after 
the disposition of other parliamentary ques- 
tions, 

ALD, WATERMAN, 
who had remainec standing during the discus- 
sion, proceeded with bis remarks. He said he 
was firmiy convinced that they had no right to 
do any other business now besides the canvass. 
A week ago the Chair ruled that the canvass 
should be proceeded with immediately, and it 
was absurd to propose taking up other business 
that might occupy night after night, probably 
four or five weeks or months. It was said that 
it was @esirable that the ordinance should be 
ot through. He could tell them that if any 
evying order was passed pending the canvass, 
the Comptroller would not get anv money on it ; 
he would be enjoined the moment he attempted 
it. If they wanted to pass an ordinance which 
would be valid and binding, not only to get 
money now, but to enable them to collect the 
tax when taz-fighters came te oppose 
it, they must be careful that it was passed ian a 
legal and valid manner, 
he Chairman requested the Alderman’ to 
confine himself to the appeal. 

Ald, Bailey asked, as the Alderman appeared 
to kaow all about it, who was going to apply for 
the injunotion, 

Ald, Waterman said he would tell if he could. 

Ald, Bailey thought the Alderman must know 
something about it or he would pot make the 
alalement, 

Aid, Rebaffner rathed the point of order here 
that Ald. Waterman should contine himeelf to 
the appeal, aod not discuss the merite of the 
Original question, 

The Chairman said the point wae well taken. 

Ald. Waterman said if they could postpove 
the canvass fur the purpose of taking up one 
ordivanee, and an 5 now one, as he un- 
derstood, they could pos pene for any amount 
of business, and there would be no limit as to 
when they should complete the count. It was 
their duty to proceed with the oOAnvass; any- 
thing else was utterly out of order, and would 
have no legal force.

Mr. Jamieson—I see no objections at all. 

Mr. Adams, who was also present, 
in the City Attorney's view. The charter, of 
course, contemplated that the canvass should 
proceed without any unnecessary delay. The 
Council was the judge whether it was necessary 
that anything should be done; the transaction 
of business in the interest of the city would not 
make the canvass illegal.

so, whether it was properly drawn; of au ordi- 
nance in relationto the violation of the Health 
ordinances. On aresolution concerning the re- 
vision of the city ordinances, the Committee 
amended said resolution by striking out the 
word nominate and there insert in lieu 
thereof the words ‘employ one,” aod recom- 
mended that the resolution as amended be 
passed.

EXPRESS WAGONS. 

Ald. Lengacher introduced a resolution in the 
express ordinances.

Waterman—TI think 2 great many of us 
ought to have done so, I apply this just as the 
public applied it. [Renew ahter.] 

The Chairman said, as he understood the. 
charter, it provided that after the election the 
returns should be immediately canvassed. The 
Council bad proceeded in accordance with that 
provision, and had got through with the can- 
vass, but had ascertained that signatures 
were wanting to several of the returns, 
‘and had then ordered that the Clerk should pro- 
cure those signatures. It was the duty of the 
Council either to give the judges and clerks of 
election the privilege of correcting the retarns 
or to refuse to canvass them. The Board of 
Canvassers generally gave such an opportunity, 
and he considered it no morethan proper. The 
Alderman from the Twelfth moved that the com- 
pletion of the canvass be made the special order 
for Monday evening. That, in his judgment, 
was in accordance with the spirit of the charter, 
and any motion to postpone further was cer- 
tainly pot in accordance therewith, and the 
Chair, notwithstanding the opinion of the Law 
Department, would rule against the latter mo- 
tion. If the returns were not corrected by 
Monday night it would then be in order to con- 
sider whether the canvass should be further 
postponed. The motion to be disposed of was 
that of Aid. Waterman to make the canvass the 
special order for Monday evening next. 

ALD. CAMPBELL 

said he had been a little surprised since the 
election to see the unseemly haste with which 
some gentlemen had desired to dissolve the 
Council as a mob would dissolve. He did not 
take it that the election fur a new Coun- 
cil, under the peculiar circumstances of which 
the gentleman spoke, was an indication that the 
people desired anything but that the ordinary 
mode should be followed. He did not think that 
the election indicated, or that the intelligent 
people of the city expected, that the Council 
would proceed in an extraordinary way to make 
the canvass.

THE PRIMABY-MEETING SESTEM. 
To the Edstor of The Chioaae Tribune : 

Omicaco, April 25.—The remedy which you 
propose for the alleged abuses that exist in the 
present primary system, in your article on the 
subject in Sundays issue of Tun Tant, is 
worthy of candid gonsideration, It is not, 
however, in my opinion, all that the exigency of 
the case requires. The purity of the primary 
stem is of paramount importance to the purity 
of the ballot-don; and vet the consideration 
that the farmer has-received has been of so 
slight a degree, when compared with all that has 
been said and written upon the purity of the 
latter, that it has not long since become ro cor- 
rapt as to defy the most strenacus efforts of 


won. 

_ Lhave been considering the subject of reform 
in the primary system, and have come to the 
following sonciusions : I believe, as you do, that 
the theory of the primary- meeting svetem is the 
correct one; that ip its abuse, not in itself, hes 
the evils that have been attributed to it; that 
these evils are caused by the culpable negii- 
gence of many citizens in refraining from avail- 
ing themselves of the inalienable rights of citi- 
gens to express their sentiments in favor of or 
in opposition te those apd delegates 
who ask their suffrages at the primary-meoting ; 
by the frequent importation of residents of otber 
wards and precincts by designin poli- 
ticians, for their own —— 
or that of their friends, and dy the 
utter uppossibility of 8 parties who 
have no right so to from votiog for or 
against che candidate before the Board, These 
being the principal abuses to which the system 
has & prostituted, what are the remedies ? 
You offer, as one, the registration of the entire 
voting population of ward, Demoeratie and 
Republican. Ihe means you propose to secure 
this registration, namely, by a canvassing of the 
ward by the Republican Club existing within the 
district, is impractieable; and thus the remedy 
you sug fails of effect. That a canvass of 

would fail of success may ve easily 
made ap t by s consideration of the known 
perversity of a certain class of people, who 
distrust the presence in their house of a can- 
vaceer of what nature soever. ljesides, political 
antsgontam would not fail to be stirred up, and 
epgender, perbaps, unpleasant consequences. 
And again, as u would be hard for the Republic- 
an Clue canvassers to convince an imperturba- 
bie unterrified Democrat that they are working 
for his own as wellas for their party welfare, 
they 4 moet with many, aud perhaps stern, 
re 


To be successful, this canvassing and the con- 
sequepst registration must be stripped of all par- 
tisan appearance and influence. One step to 
this end would be to make efforts to have both 
parties undertake the work. But this step 

perk be retarded by the existence of 
a class of I enta, who would, of course 
if consistent, refuse to be classed with either of 
the other parties. There is aleo to be found a 
class of people who may be described as independ- 
ent of eventtbe Independent movement, who are, 
neverthless, citizens, and, as such, entitled to 
vote in what mauser soever they choose, and 
who, I doubt pot, would refuse in the greater 
number of cases to be canvassed or registered 
in the way you propose. 

I do not e with you that a person un- 
willing to régister himself on the books of the 
ward club ag a Republican should be allowed to 
vote at a Republican primary meeting.” The 
reason is obvious, A man may be a simon-pure 
Republican and not a member of a ward Repub- 
lican Club; he may vote for a Democrat and 
still vote for a better man than the Republican 
could. or would edvance; be ma hold aloof 
from the party to which he belongs, and take 
pleasure ig the consideration that he is not to be 
governed by a club led, perhans, by a coterie of 
Government officials, which was really the case 
in many of the outside districts during the last 
campaign. 

From all this it seems that there must be 
sometbing dope to secure this registration in a 
way that may be satisfactory to all, er nearly all, 
concerned. Herd is my remedy : Les the Alder- 
men be paid; let them be constituted Notaries 
Public ; let each ward be divided into two parts, 
each Alderman assuming control of one-half of 
the number of precinctd of the ward; let an 
ordinance be passed obligitg the Aldermen to 
canvass, or cause to be canvassed, the precincts 
allotted to them st leagt two months prior to the 
annual election ; for thie purpose let them leave 
blanks io every house to be filled by each and 
every voter residing therein, and before a given 
period of time shall have elapsed; upon the 
expiration of the time so allotted let the blanks 
be called for by the Alderman or his appointee. 
In case residents and voters should be tempo- 
rarily absent let blanks be left for them to 
fill and return immediately to the Alder- 
man in charge, who may be koaown as 
the Registrar of voters of the north. or south, or 
east, or west half of the Ward; let the return- 
ing of these blasks, properly filled, be made 
obligatory upon ali voters by the imposing of « 
penalty for peglect to return them; let the 
same penalty be inflicted upon every pew-comer 
to reside inthe Ward at or after the time, aud 
preceding the election, for which the canvass 
has been made. When the canvass bas been 
completed the Registrar should issue to each 
and every registered voter a ticket properly cer- 
tifying that the bearer, giving name and address, 

has been duly registered and is legally entitied 
to vote in a certain precinct of the Werd. Reg- 
istration should cease thirty days before eiec- 
tion. This ticket should be presented at the pri- 
mary, and. after the owner bas deposited bis bai- 
lot, should be destroved. There should be vo 
longer a toleration of separate voting for the 
opposing parties. Let them vote together as at 
the general election. The privilege of voting 
should be denied to all who lose and fail to give 
satisfactory proof of having lost it, and who, for 
auy other cause, fail to present their ticket. Let 
it be the sole means of knowing as to whether 
the applicant is legally entitled to vote. 

This plan will give, in my Opinion, the moat 
assured confidence in the speedy purification of 
the primary-system, aod will prove an effectual 
barrier to the corruption of the bailot-box. It 
is respectfully submitted.

Most arti- 
cles of sale have already felt the downward ten- 
dency in price, which is the natural result of 
the above state of matters. There is 8 certain 
class of —— — 7 * stand in ex- 
cessive need o eapening an rovements in 
quality. I refer to drugs and medicines. 

Any one who has purchased in 8 drug-store in 
Europe, knows that for one-third or one-fourth 
of what would be charged here he will get medi- 
cines of much greater purity and strength. I 
consult a physician here. He makes his diag- 
nosis aud writes his prescription,—that is, does 
all the headwork. Thereafter the druggist 
furnishes the medicine as prescribed. To the 
doctor is paid for nis caltured professional ser- 
vice pechepe $1; to she druggist bis medi- 
cine, $1.50. These charges of course vary, ö 
that the ist's arxes are as a rule ad 
if not higher than the doctor's ie undeniabie. 

I bave heard it seperted that stores here 
are so splendidiy fitted up, and the medicines 80 
tastefully and pleasantly got up—sugar-coated, 
etc., etc.—that the prices must necessarily be 
high. Well, for my part, 1 think the first thing 
to be attained is the best quality of medicine, 
and secondiy such reasonable prices as will 
bring them withia the reach of all who unfor- 
tanately require them, After that,as much 
taste and ornament as you please. But it is not 
the elegance of the store, nor the sugar-costing 
of the pill, ans cures. a 1. well — that 
prescriptions of renown ropean physicians 
are not satisfactory when made up here. It is 
becanse the drugs have neither the proper 
purity nor strength, and the prescribed combina- 
tion produces quite a different medicine from 
that intended. 

All causes that operate to make medicinal sub- 
stances dear are wrong from a moral point of 
view, To cure the sick, to heal the wounded, to 
alleviate bodily A, are looked as 
Ohristian virtues. Heavy import duties and ex- 
travagant prices are Obstacles to these vir- 
tues being exercised. Mavy a poor person will 
suffer, to the ultimate destruction of hie bodily 
constitution, because he cannot afford to buy a

pure air or water. To tax such is like offerin 
a premium for disease and death. Who woul 
dare obstruct or binder tne free in to our 
midst of sunlight, air, water, or other salutary 
influences?’

MICROSCOPICAL. 
AKNUAL MEETING OF THE STATE SOCIETY. 

The aonual meeting of the State Miscroscopic 
Society was held last sight at the Academy of 
Sciences, No. 263 Wabash avenue, H. W. Fuller 
in the chair and B. W. Thomas Secretary. 

The firet business was the reading of the 
Sécretary’s report, which related chiefly to the 
expenditures for apparatus books, and, pamphlets 
during the year. 

Tue Treasurer's report showed a good finan- 
cial standing, the cash on hand being $156, ana 
the yearly assessments not yet co 

The Chair briefly reviewed the work and ad- 
vancement of the Society, which was sensibly 
injured by the great fire, and had just com- 
menced regain its lost strength. In the 
course of his remarks, as be was about to retire 
from office, he recommended among other 
things that all fees due March 1 be remitted ; 
that the next business meeting be held oa the 
second Friday io May, and not in Octoner, as has 
beretofore been the custom ; that it would be well 
to change the place of meetings, as the present 
quarters were very iuconvenient to members 
from the North and West Divisions of the city. 
The speaker regretted that be was obliged to 
announce a change in the Society in the death 
of William E. Doggett, one of the charter mem- 
bers of the organization.

WHISKY. 


Five Attaches of the Au Sable 
Distillery at Morris, III., Ar- 
rested for Crookedness. 


They Give Bail for Their Appearance 
on Tuesday—Warrants Out 
for Four More. 


The Crooked Article Crops Out Largely 
in New York City. N 


A Bond of Sympathy Between Chicago Distillers 
and Gethamite Dealers. 


IN CHICACO. 
THE MOBRIS CROOKEDNESS, 

Judge Miller's crusade into the interior of the 
State was not without its successful results. He 
has been cultivating the soil, digging deep, and 
sowing the grain. He waited until the harvest 
was quite ripe, and went down to Morris on 
Wedneeday night, armed with the necessary war- 
rauts aud the assistance of Deputy-Marshal 
Bird. He returned yesterday, bearing his 
sheaves with him. They are five in number, 
and their names are H. M. Conklin and Thomas 
Goslin, proprietors; William Rolley, a Store- 
keeper ; and Charles Woodcock and Thomas Me- 
Cabe, employes. Warrants are out for the ar- 
rost of Charles H. Conklin, who is now lying ill 
at Morris; for Peter Grant, ex-Gauger, who was 
employed in the office of James McGrath, City Tax 
Commissioner; and for J. E. Rathbone and R. 
B. Graves, Gaugers, Rolley and Goslin offered 
bonds yesterday afternoon in the sum of $5,000 
each, John Barr; Treasurer of Grundy County, 
appearing as security for the former, and Ald. 

om Stout, Maj. Brockway, aud Clark Lipe ap- 
pearing for Goslin. 

Charles Woodcock and Thomas McCabe also 
gave bondsin the sum of $1,000 each, Ald. 
George E. White and Stephen Keough, of Le- 
moot, appearing as their securities. 

The distillery in question is situated in the 
vicinity of Mortis, Grundy County, III., and is 
commonly known as the Au Sable Distillery. It 
was formerly ran by John MeNellis, but was 
sold to Father Ferry, a Catholic priest at Otta- 
wa, in 1873. The Government has discovered 
that some crookedness was going on under Mc- 
Nellis in 1873, but, probably for the reason that 
his knowledge of the subsequent management 
has been of benefit to the Government in its in- 
vestigations, his crookedness bas not been 
counted. Conkrite and Conklin next appear as 
the proprietors of this distillery, Conkrite being 
the active man, and Conklin, his father-ia-law, 
being the power behind the throne. 

THEY RAN EXTRA MASHES 

aud resorted to the other usual iniquities prac- 
ticed iu crooked distilleries, paying the Store- 
keepers aod Gaugers a goodly sum to wink at 
their crookedness and not squeal on them. The 
books of the Rock Island & Pacific Railroad 
have been investigated, and the result shows 
conclusivaly that more goods were shipped than 
the distillery reported to the Department and on 
which they paid the tax. Most of the goods 
were shipped to Cuicago and consigned 
to the geveral oun pees for crook- 
ed whisky,—Parker R. Mason’s rectifying house, 
—where the stamps were carefully removed 
and returned to the distillery to be used a see- 
ond time, Enough crookedness was discovered 
by the October Grand Jury to justify that body 
in returning an iudictment against Conkrite, 
who, viewing discretion asthe better part of 
valor, took care to make good his escape to 
another community than ours. A thorough in- 
vestigation was then begun, with the result as 
above stated. The distillery was put up for 
sale consequent upon the condemnation pro- 
ceedings growing out of Conkrite's indictment, 
aad bougbtin by the Government. Last De- 
cember, the tune for the redemption of the 
property not having expired, is was leased to 
Thomas Goslin. one of the parties now in 
trouble. Jim McGrath and Ald. Corcoran were 
for a time last winter silent partners in the dis- 
tillery, but no crookedness has been discovered 
clinging to their skirts. 

e examipation befoze the Commissioner 
will be held next Tuesday, when the details of 
the crookedness will be brought to light.

Mr. Miller and bis son Billy,” accompanied by 
their lawyer, Mr. Edmund Juessen, appeared 
early on the ground, and were soon joined by 
Mr. Cooper and others interested in the sale. 
A littie before 11 o’clock Deputy United States 
Marshal Buck and United States District Attor- 
ney Mark Bangs made thoir appearance in a car- 
risge.

Further Anatomy of Ex-Gov. Taylor’s 
Petty Peculations in the Executive

“Im 175.“ 
says St. simon, ‘* with the profuseness of Strasbourg 
and Chantilly, the people in Normandy live on the 
grass of the fields. The first King in Europe is great 
sir iy by being a King of beggars of all conditions 
anu. ‘turning bis m into a vast hospital of 
) dying people, of whom their ali is taken without a 
murmur. In 1783, tliroughout the plain of 
the Toulousain, they eat only maize, a mixture of 
flour, common seeds, and very little wheat; those on 
the mountains feed, a part of the year, on chestauis; 
the potato is hardly known, and, according to Arthur 
Young, ninety-nine out of 109 peasants would refuse 
to eat it, According te tne reports of Intendants, the 
basis of food, in Normandy, is oats; in tue election-dis- 
trict of Troyes,buck wheat ; in the aad in Limou- 
sin, buckwheat with chestpute and radishes; in Au- 
vergue, buckwheat, chesinuts, milk-curds, and a iittle 
salted goat's meat; in Beance, a mixture of barley and 
rye; m Berry, a mixture of bariey and data. There is 
no wheat-bread; the peasant consumeés inferior flour 
only because he is unable to pay 2 s0us a pound for his 
bread. There is no butcher's meat; at best he kills 
one pig a year. His dwelling is built of clay, roofed 
with @hatch, without windows, and the floor is the 
beaten earth. . .. “ The ants are generally 
feeble, emaciated, end of slight etature. ... 
An Englishman who has not traveled can- 
not imagine the figure made dy  infinite- 
ly the greater part of the countrywomen in France.” 
Arthur Young, who stops to talk with one of these, in 
Champagne, says that This woman, at no great dis- 
tance, might have been taken for 60 or 70, her figure 
was so bent, and ber face so hardened and furrowed 
by labor; but she said she was only 28. Marriage 
takes place as early as with the grand seigniors,.— 
doubtless for fear of the militia. but the population 
of the country is no greater, every in- 
fant dies. Mothers yng 1 any milk, their 
infants eat the food of ch I spoke (made of rye 
and black and heavy as lead), the stomaon of a girl o 
4 years being as big as that of a pregnant women.” 
This dreadful destitution aod misery of the 
try are referable to two causes: inade- 
quate tillage of the soil and ve taxa- 
tion. One-quarter of the land of France was 
suffered to be a barren waste, and the remainder 
was so poorly cultivated that it yielded only the 
lightest barvests. A year or two of drought 
sufticed to reduce the people tos condition of 
famine. Out of every eight deaths, Taine esti- 
mates that at least ope was caused by starva- 
tion. Inthérural districts, taxation was so 
heavy that of large estates one-half the net 
product, and of small ones the whole net prod- 
uct, went to the Church and into the 
State Treasury. At the end of the hard 
year, proprietor and iaborer, who had 
each subsisted upon 25 or 
worth of food, and had dressed in home-made 
clothes manufactured from the wool and hair 
of sheep aud goats, found themselves without a 
sou in their pocket. The tax-gatberer had taken 
away their entire savings. The day-labarer, 
who owned nothing save his two hands, and 
earned 10 sous a day, paid 8, 9, and 10 lhvres 
Poll-tax. The poor mechanic, whose sole pos- 
session was bis trade, was often taxed 18 and 20 
livres for his poll-tax and the taille.

FAMILIAR TALK, 


THE WHISKY REBELLION DURING WASHING: 
TON’S ADMINISTRATIOR. 

The trouble which the Government is experi- 
encing at the present day, in its endeavor to 
gather ip the taxes imposed upon the manufac- 
turers of whisky, recalle to mind the extreme 
difticalty, culminating in an actual rebellion, 
which, nearly a century ago, attended its efforts 
to raise arevenue from the same potent and 
mischievous article. The war of the American 
Revolution, by which our vation achieved its in- 
dependence, left the country in an impovenehed 
and well-nigb bankrupt condition. It was by 
dint of the most skiliful management, by the 
use of the most sagacious expedients, and by 
the expenditure of tireless yet exhaustive 
inventions, that the statesmen and financiers at 
(he bead of affairs were able to carry the States 
safely through the trying, threatening years 
that followed after the close of the desolating 
strife with England. There was no money in 
the Treasury, and there was very littie in the 
hands of the people. Commerce and industry 
had to be newly created, and time alfowed them 
to develop into prosperity, before they could 
yield returns in adequate proportions for the 
support of the Government. Meanwhile, tax- 
ation was resorted to as a desperate yet im- 
perative mode by which means for establishing 
the credit of the country could be secured. 

When, early in 1780, Hamilton, the astute Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, sent mto Congress his 
tirst report upon the public credit, he suggested 
the levying of a duty upon spirits of home-man- 
ufacture and upon stills. The idea was for the 
time being rejected. It touched an interest that 
was peculiarly sensitive, and the Congressmen 
who guarded that interest succeeded in defend- 
ing it from an unwelcome interference. Yet 
scarcely a twelvemonuth passed ere Hamilton 
again proposed the measure, es & necessity to 
which the distilling industry must be made sub- 
missave. After a furious debate in the Na- 
tional Legislature; during which the most vio- 
lent antipathy to the principle of taxation came 
to the surface, and the most bitter denunciations 


of this particular form of it were openiy ex- 


pressed, the bill passed laying an eicise upon 
domestie hquors, ragging from 9 cents to 30 
cents per — acc to the quality of the 
articie. . 

Phe law, which went into effect in the — 
of 1791, was repngnant to the citizens li 
parte of the country, but was especially irri- 
tating to the community dwelling west of the 
Alleghenies in the State of Pennsylvania. The 
factious spirite assembled in this region were 
descendante of mingied Scotch and Irish na- 
tionalities, and were naturally gives to much 
whisky and to excessive pugnacity and stub- 
bornness of temper. Their chief occupation 
was distilling; hence the excise law affected 
them very nearly, and roused to the highest ex- 
citement their combative pro ties. In July a 
meeting was convened at Stone Old Fort, 
at which, under the leadership of Gallatin, 
Findley, and Smilie, it was resolved that Com- 
mittees should be formed in the di 
counties to devise ways for the protection of 
the people from oppressive taxation. Through 
the summer the agitation was kept active by ta- 
flammatory declamations which ardent speakers 
poured out on continuous assemblages. 

Violent words were gradually exchanged for 
violent deeds, and in September en unhappy 
Collector of Revenues for the counties of A- 
legheny and Washington was seized by a mob of 
men in disguise, and tarred-and-feathered. Ao 
attempt was made by the District Court to in- 
flict punishment upon the perpetrators of this 
outrage; but the individual upon whom devoived 
the duty of arresting the offenders was subject- 
ed to still worse treatment than the Collector 
whose fate was to be avenged. He was whipped 
prior to being invested in a coat of tar-and- 
feathers, aud was then robbed of his money and 
horse, and left for hours tied to tree in the 
forest. There was no freedom ia the rebeilious 


populace. The innocent and the guilty, who 
drew suspicion upon themselves, were slike 
brutally handied by a horde of ts who

The life and the 
property of every officral were in constant 
jeopardy, Their offices and their homes were 
assailed by night, and themselves fired upon in 
the opeo day, and in frequent cases were treated 
to an application of tar-and-featbers, supple- 
mented with other refinements of ingenious 
torture. 

In June, 1798, thirty legal processes being 
issued against prominent distillers and rioters, 
twenty-nine were successfully served; but, as 
the Marshal was preparing to execute the thir- 
tieth, he was prevented by a volley of shot from 
a body men. The next day an assault 
was made upon the house of the tor at 
Pittsburg, which was renewed the day after by 
an increased force, under the command of a 

bel known as Tom the Tinker,” After 
@ prolonged siege, during which the building 
was bravely defended by an and eleven 
men detailed for the purpose from Fort Pitt, the 
garrison were compelled to surrender bv the 
house being fired about their ears. 

The rebels, growing courageous over their 
career of victory, ventured to intercept the mails 
between Philadelphia and Pittsburg, and pos- 
sessed themselves of the contents of official let- 
ters. They also sunrmoned the officers of the 
militia to assemble their companies at Brad- 
dock’s Field, on the Monongahela, Aug. 1, and 
to come provided with their arms aad with four 
days’ rations. 

At this serious crisis the Governmint set 
about the work of quelling the rebellion in good 
earnest. A cali for 13,000 troops was made — 
Pennsylvavia, Virginia, Maryland, and New 
Jersey ; and the number was afterwards swelled 
to 15,000. The citizens of these States showed 
their loyalty by hastening to make up the

The 
place was 80 ably defended by Col. Butler. the 
commander of the garrison, that the besiegers 
soon concluded their attack and retreated... 

The intelligence was about this time brought 
to the insurgents of the approach of five Com- 
missioners sent by the Government to offer the 
final alternative of a peaceful submission, or a 
trial of strength in the field. A meeting was 
held on the 14th ; but the minds of the rebels 
were now so inflamed that they could with aim - 
culty be persuaded to depute a Committee of 
fifteen to confer with the Commussioners. Gal-

A frigid 
reception by Washington, anda view of the 
military forces prepared to subdue the rebellion, 
convinced thé delegates of the futility of fur- 
ther resistance, and they returned to the rebel- 
lious district m extreme alarm. 

When the national army left Carlisle, the last 
of September, Washingtoa returned to Philadel- 
phia, and Hamilton took up the march with the 
troops. Their progress was one of considerable 
bardsbip, as the weather was inclement, and the 
roads across the mountains were difficult to 
traverse. But nowhere did they meet with armed 
resistance. The foe vanished before them like 
the diesolving mists. The army passed through 
the insurgent country, arresting individuals, and 
dissipating every vestige of organized opposi- 
tion. When the rebellion had thus been laid 
— prostrate, Hamilton left the army and 
returned to Philadelphia. The main portion of 
the troops fcliowed him late in November,—a 
detachment of 2.500 being left in winter-quar- 
ters to hold im due subjection the conquered 
counties. The instigators of the insurrection 
were pardoned by the elemency of the Govern- 
ment, and thus ended a rebellion, whieh, puny 
and contempuble as it was in real might, yet. 
subjected the authority of the nation to a grave 
and anxious test.

Weather, Crops, and Reads New

THE SPENCER FAMILY. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune : 

Cuicaeo, April 25.—The statement published 
in your Monday's paper in reference to the vio- 
lent death of Ambrose Spencer contains two or 
three errors, which it may be well to correct. 
He was the eldest son of the Hoa. John C. Spen- 
cer, Secretary of War during President Tyler's 
Administration, not of the Navy, as stated. His 
brother Philip, whe was hung with Small and 
Cromwelj for mutiny on board the United States 
brig Somers, by order of Commander McKenzie, 


was the youngest of the three hrothers, John 
C. Spencer, Jr., being next older. This execu- 
tion did not take place on the *‘ coast of Africa,” 
but within twelve hours’ sail of the Island of 
St. Thomas. The hanging of these men (Spen- 
a mere youth not then out of his teens) 
was considered a cowardly act on the 4 of the 
Commaoder, and was the reason of resigoa- 
tion, bis official character having beeo seriously 
by this unnecessary sacrifice of life. 
He had the three in irons and confined, while 
the unsuspected of the crew were fully armed 
and prepared to put down any further attempt 
at mutioy. It was believed at the time that 
the whole thing was hatched up in a 
spirit of mischief, on the part of Spencer and 
the others, not seriously contemplating violence. 
Young John C. Spencer, Jr., was a midshipman 
in the navy, and died of African fever soon af- 
ter this tragedy on the coast of Africa, while 
his vessel was at sea. circumstauce bas 
— af occasioned the error in regard to the 
ocation of the banging. John C. was a youn 
man of fine promise, and his death was a 
loss to bis family. He stood well in the navy 
and evioyed an excellent character. 

Both Ambrose and Philip were boys of way- 
ward habits, and gave their parents much anaxie- 
ty in early life. That two of the three sons of so 
eminent and distinguished a man as the late 
Hon. John C. Spencer—grandsons aleo of the 
late Chief -Justice Ambrose Spencer of New 
York—should meet their deaths by violence, is 
sad indeed, and should serve as a warning to the 
sone of wealthy and honorable men not to sell 


their birthnght. 

Fortunately, both parents have away 
long since, and are thus saved this last sorrow. 
But the two sisters are stili living, exemplary 
Christian ladies, who will bave the sympathy of 
all who know them. The eldest is the wife of 
Judge 2 W. Clinton, son of DeWitt 
Clinton, of Buffalo; and the youngest the 
widow of Mr. Henry Morris, formeriy an 
estimable lawyer of New York City. Both 
gentiemen studied law with their father in Can- 
andaigua, N. I., where the family lived, and 
were both married at the same time in 8t. John's 
Church in that delightful town. The writer 
hereof was present.

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HOUSEKEEPING. 


On Bread-Making. 
Te the Kditor of The Chicage Triouns: 

Oax Pink. III., April 26.—Like many other 
readers of your valuable journal, I have taken s 
lively interest in the Housekeeping Depart- 
ment.” which seems to exert a marked influence 


ia the production of home comforts, and espe- 


clally in the articles of W. 8. 8.“ In his very 
able and interesting communication of the 22d 
ult., he gives much valuable io formation rela- 
tive to the chemical composition of the various 
Hours now in use, and 1 fully agree with the 
writer in rejecting bran as a wholesome ar- 
ticle of food. By “ bran” I mean, of course. 
the true bran. or outer husk, which is used only 
because a valuable and indispensable substance 
happens to remain attached to it in the ordinary 
process of manufacture. This bran, so far 
from being wholeeome, ie positively the reverse: 
being very barsh and siliceous. in its nature, it 
is entirely indigestible, and therefore worse 
than useless for nutrition. The Graham 
and “ Attrition flours do indeed possess the 
advantage of retaining the valuable phosphatic 
and nitrogenous portions of the wheat, but they 
also contain the useless and disagreeable ele- 
ment of silex. 

But, if I understand the objective point of 
the communication referred to, it is not What 
ws the best flour? but, Hos can we best 
obtain, in a proper form for assimilation, all 
the nutritive properties of the wheat?" Tak- 
ing this for granted, I beg the favor of your 
columus for a few remarks in this particular 
direction. 

It is now undoubtedly eonceded by all that 
the most valuable portion, viz.: the cellulose, 
containing sace of glaten lying between the 
bran and the starch granules, which constitute 
the bulk of the berry, is removed and lost to 
the consumer in the ordinary preparation of 
flour; and that the most accomplisbed laborers 
in the duuain of applied chemistry, both of our 
country and abroad, have contributed their 
learning and experimental research towards 
supplying that deficiency. These investigations, 
like all others, have opened new fields of in- 
quiry, and, among the pertinent questions pre- 
senting themselves, the following seems a most 
important ove: Granted that the flour is pro- 
duced containing all the necessary constituents, 
is it generally prepared in the best manner for 
the humen system to elaborate and assimilate 
that which it requires for ite growth and re- 
newal ? 

There are three kinds of bread; or, more 
properly, three ways of making bread, viz. : 
Unleavened bread, which is nearly solid, having 
no cellular structure beyond that caused by the 
expansion of the steam formed in baking the 
moist dough ; leavened bread, or that which bas 
a cellular structure caused by the carbonic acid 
ges disengaged in the process of fermentation 
produced by the growth of some varieties of 
microscopic fuogi popularly known as the 
yeast plant; and, lastly, aerated bread, or that 
in which the dough is raised, or rendered 
light,“ by the reaction of acids upon carbon- 
ates directly or indirectly, as by the admixtu:e 
of sour milk (lactic acid), or cream of 
tartar (tartaric acid) and carbonate of 
soda or ~potassa, with the dough, or 
by the generation of carbonic acid gas by the ac- 
tion of sulphuric acid upon carbonate of lime, 
and forciug the gas into the dough under pres- 
sure, thus giving a celiular structure without the 
addition of any foreign matter. Of the three 
methods briefly alluded to, the first is only used 
in the preparation of bread which has to be kept 
along time, such as the well-known bhard- 
tack,” and is only resorted to as a necessity. 
The second is the one made use of almost un- 
versally, by far the greater portion of our bread 
being made with: yeast. The third method is 
also largely in use, especially in cases where 
time has to be taken into consideration, the di- 
root chemical action being much more rapid than 

the comparatively slow process of organic de- 
velopment. 

Notwi ing the prevalence of the 
of employing a ferment or yeast to rendef the 
dough light, there seem, upon reflection, to 
be very grave doubts as to ite being the best 
way to prepare for digestion the life-sustaining 
principles contained in the grain. experi- 
ence of every bread-maker, whether at home or 
in the bakery, teaches that positively good 
bread cannot always be produced by this plan. it 
is not unfrequently heavy and dark-colored, often 
sour, sometimes too light, and exceptionally it 
is really good. Nor is it to be wondered at 
when the complex nature of the case is consid- 
ered. Ihe quality of the wheat, the manner of 
grinding it, the particular stage of growth 
of the yeast fungi, the varymg temperature 
of the mixture, and the time of exposure under 
different circumstances, all conspire to render 
the result uacertain. Then, too, the delicate af- 
finities which hold the several elements in their 
various natural groups or compounds, such as 
gluten, albumen, cerealine. starch, sugar, etc., 
are easily broken down by the destructive pro- 
cess of fermencation; and what was at first 
wholesome becomes absolutely poisonous if the 
action goer far enough. Fermentation is always 
accompanied by varivus microscopic (?) crypto- 
game ; and indigestion and dyspepsia produced 
by eating bot bicad may in fact be due to the 
presence of these isms. 

Tue third method, however, seems to be more 
in accordance with the principles of hygiene and 
good common sense, but is open to the objection 
that in ordinary practice the phosphatic element 
is practically abeent from the flour usualiy em- 
ployed ; and the mere addition of acids and al- 
kalies iu common use fails to supply that which 
is wanting. What is needed, therefore, is some- 
thing which will produce the lightness and po- 
rosity so essential to perfect digestion, and at 
the same time restore to the flour what it has 
wrongfully been deprived of. This has been 
produced, and has beenin successful use for 
years in the East and, in Europe. Phosphoric 
acid and soda affords very requisite for invari- 
able success in making a more palatable, invit- 
ing. and wholesome bread. To those who hke 
the flavor of ordinary bread (due to the presence 
of various etherea! oils) I would say that a slight 
modification of Prof. Horsford’s method will ac- 
complish the result to perfection. This is not 
an experiment. bat a fixed fact, indorsed by 
practical men and women aod dy the highest 
authorities in the fieid of applied chemistry.

Whole-Wheat Flour. 
To the Editer of IIe Chicago Tribune: 

Hype Park, April 25.—Numerous inquiries have 
from time to time been made by your various cor- 
respondents as to what the so-called cold-air at- 
trition flour is, and as I am also in receipt of 
inguiries from various sections from persons 
wishing to know if the statements made in re-

duced, I have therefore been at pains to as- 
certain the exact truth in the matter. and have 
inspected the machinery and product in course 
of manufacture, and a statement of facts that 
can be absolutely relied upon, I am sure, will be 
of interest to all that portion of the pnblic— 
and their number is increasing daily— 
who know the intimate relation that exists be- 
tween food and health; and no subject at the 
— time is more vitally connected with the 
t welfare of the people. 

The product of cold-air attrition, or, as it is 
now perhaps better called, cold-ground whole- 
wheat flour, is a new departure, a new flour 
made in 4 new way. It quite naturally meets the 
prejudice and cold-s er of manufacturers by 
the old-time methods, and also of bakers and 
otbers wedded to the fanciful notion for 
“white” bread, etc., made from white, starchy 
flour. This prejudice has been needlessly 
and unjustiy aggravated locally, so far as the 


lour ought to be generally 

and judged upon its merits 
favor or prejudice. I find it to bo the aim

upto the high standard at which it is intro- 


| maintained; hence, they spare no pains to obtain 


sound, plump, and well-ripened wheat, grown 
upon the best soils, and no other is used; the 
same care being exercised in the preparation, 
it all results in a flour, pearied wheat, u- 
lated wheat, etc., — all and each un- 
usual, indeed extraordinary, purity aod quality. 
The wheat is screened, cieaned, and scoured in 
the most perfect manner. I have ‘critically ex- 
amined several lots as they were being floured, 
and they were as fine an exhibit of clean, sound. 
and plump wheat as I ever saw. 

The flouring process ie very novel and pe- 
culiar, wholly unlike anything I ever saw. It 
would be impossible to describe it intelligently 
without several illustratious. Cold air 16 an im- 
portant factor in the operation. It is forced by 
powerful compression along with the wheat at a 
rapid speed. cqnstantiy meeting or being over- 
taken by other forces on the way, all traveling 
at high speeds, so that the wheat cles 
are constantly impinging upon other 
with such concussive force that natural 
and complete disintegration takes place, witbout 
any frictiou or heating of the product; and what 
is the most remarkable is the reduction of the 
bran or tegumeftary part of the wheat to the 
same fine and pulverulent condition as the rest 
of the flour. This is a wholly new feature.—sa 
result never before accomplished in the whole 
history of figgr,—and is likely to have an im- 
portant bearing upon the health of the people 
as tbe flour comes into more general use,—for 
the most delicate stomach, which would be seri- 
ously distressed by the coarse, scaly bran vor- 
tions of so-called Graham flour, can digest 
tbis flour without the least distress or trouble. 

The many tests and experiments that have 
been made with it by physicians and puvsiol- 
ogiete have demoostrated important benefits 
from its use in dyspeptic ailments, constipation, 
diabetes, and other diseases,—ail result- 
ing from the fact that the flour 
has the food elements of wheat 
iu the normal proportions, so that there is uo 
excess of starch. It is a chemical fact that one 
barrel of this cold-ground whole-wheat flour con- 
tains as much mineral food as four barrels of 
white or dolted flour. Henceitis easy to see how 
these diseases are not ouly caused but continual- 
ly aggravated by this inordinate and excessive 
consumption of starch in white flour eating. 

There is another important effect traceable to 
this cold-air procese—it dries out or evaporates 
the moisture from the flour; this is quite a per- 
centage, as chemical tables show. As a conse- 
quence, in packing the flour, this loss of weight 
by evaporation has to be made up, so that a 
barrel of this flour actually contains more solid 
food contents than any flour ever known, 
and this is one reason why it makes such 
an astonishing quantity of bread.

(@ particular bigh-priced brand) yielded 285 
pounds, but this is an exception, and does not 
apply to the great mass of flour consumed.

wheat four—show ite economical character for 
furnishing in full proportions the vital mineral 
elements, i. e., the phosphatic aud nitrogenous. 
It will supply a great deficiency, which now has 
to be met in an enormous consumption of meats. 

This seems, therefore, to be a flour for the 
rich and the poor, for the healthy and the sick, 
—in fact, the true food of the people. Nothing 
is in the way of its rapid introduction and gen- 
eral use but prejudice as to the color,—white, — 
aod ignorance of the uses of food, and of the 
— worthlessness of white or bolted 

our. 

As to the prejudices, time only can dissipate 
them. As to the ignorance, there is a multitude 
of copsumers only waiting to be better informed, 
and this is where the press, and such papers as 
yours, can accomplish a most beneficent work, — 
for no man vet ever gained in pocket, or in 
health of himself and family, by baying and 
eating poor food. : .

Hand-Worked Rugs. 
To the Editor of D Chicage Tribune: 

Omen, April 25.—As an exchange of geod 
ideas thus publicly is very beneficial te the 
many, I humbly offer my mite, trusting it may 
be worthy of notice by those who favor bome- 
made articles of usé and adornment in our 
homes, and especially those articles that require 
but little or no money for material, for times 
are hard.” Ayu article you printed lately, giving 
directions for making rugs in the cross-stitch, 
prompts me to give the Yankee method, which 
is quite new fo most of the Western ladies, and 
is as follows: Take a viece of coffee-sacking or 
burlap cloth the size desired, turn the edges un- 
der ove inch, and sew (not hem) them down. 
Take four pieces of pine, 2 inches wide by & inch 
thick, and long enough to receive the cloth; 
then sew the cloth on the frame, by passing 
twine around it once per inch at least, beiug 
careful to sew the edges on straight, for the 
shape of the rug cannot be varied a particle 
after itis worked. Fasten the corners of the 
frame firmly, and support it the same as a 
quilting frame. Take a piece of wire the size of 
telegraph wire, and file out a hook like a crochet 
hcok. A large crochet hook will do, but thé 
wire is too small to work very well. With a soft 
pencil, trace out such a design on the 
cloth as may be desired for a rug, or the work 
may be plain, or many colors mixed together. 
Collect the woolen rags; such as ac- 
cumulate ip all families, and proceed 
as follows: Cat cloths of medium 
thickness, such as thick flannels, , inch 
wide, either way of cloth. Thin rags may 
be cut double width and doubled lengthwise. 
“Asa — for beginners, hold the hook in the 
right d, and pass it down through the cloth, 
and, with the other hand underneath, place the 
strip on the book and draw it up chroagh * 
inch above the cloth or foundation ; 
pass the hook through again, leaving two 
threads between ; place the same strip on again 
and draw it up as before until each piece is ali 
looped through and close up to the threads on 
the under side; using such colors as the design 
may require to make flowere, an: mais, scrolls, etc. 
All pieces long evough to draw through twice 
cao be used. The space between figures, called 
groundwork, may be filled with any plain color 
different from the figures. All ende should be 
drawn to upper surface and sheared enough to 
even the surface or enough to cat all the loops, 
which will look nicer, but is some more work. It 
is easier to trim the surface as the work pro- 
greases. In using yarn, place several threads 
together (not twisted together, and from 8 to 8 
as to size) and work the same as . 
Not the least danger of the material coming out, 
when all filied, by any fair usage. Not the 
least need of lining them. as the material en- 
tirely covers the undersidé, and the rug is 
sufficiently thick to lay smooth, and never bother 
by curling up if not worked too close. After a 
little practice, the hook is piaced sufficiently 
regular with the eye, without any counting of 
thieads. By working out through both thick- 
nesses of the edge, the rug is complete when 
taken out of the frame. A narrow ug may 
be sewed over the edge if an extra finish is de- 
sired. All-wool flannels will look as nice as 
varn when sfeared, if the colors are as good. 
Cotton rags are durable, but of course will not 
hold colors like woolens. This is the way most 
of the Eastern ladies have made their rugs 
for many years, and they are the 
most durable rugs of any kind made 
for family use, and the material is nearly worth- 
less before used. When rags of good colors are 
well arranged in this manner they will look 
equally as nice as any imported rugs, and will 
wear at least four times as long as a velvet rug. 
Although the work is very simple, I have been 
quite particular in giving directions, for I am 
quite sure many will adopt this method, and 
like it too. The most difficult part is to arrange 
and mark out the design. 1 have heard that 
patterns printed in colors for thie kind of rugs 
are now in the market Dorn East.” Do any 
of your readers know where such rugs can be 
obtained Out West”? J. 2B.

Wavuxesaa, Wis., April 25.—Your articles oa 
housekeeping bave been hoth interesting and 
profitabie.

A Nice Pudding-Sauce—One egg. & cup sugar.

Least Bread. Graham aod Corn Gems—Get 
a package of good yeast cakes; put two of them 
ip halt a teacup of water warm (not hot) for ten 
minutes; mash fine and atir thoroughly with 
flour enough for a very thick batter; set it in a 
warm place to rise; next pare four or five large 
potatoes ; put them over the stove in two quarts 
boiling water; when soft strain the potatoes and 
water in which they are boiled through a col- 
ander, and add one tablespoonful of salt and 
three of brown sugar; when nearly cold add the 
yeast, if it is light, and set it in a good place to 
rise. When sufficently light, cover tightly and 

ut in a cool place. t will keep three weeks. 
Roald the crock thoroughly each time before 
using. 

Graham Gems—One and a half pinte milk and 
water; three tablespoons yeast, stirred very 
stiff with Graham flour; a half teaspoon of galt.

Rolls, Codfish Balls, Etc.

Useful Recipes. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune; 
Barasoo, Wis., April 25.—Alliow me to adds 
small contribution to the valuable recipes found 


in your Housekeeping Department. Here is 
one for wine sauce a little different from any 


you have given : 

Wine Sauce—One-half pint Madeira or Sherry 
wine; \¢ pint of water; the volk of two eggs ; 
stir the butter, sugar, and eggs to a cream; have 
the wine and water heating; stir in the other 
ingredients, and remove from the fire as soon as 
melted, allowing ali just to boil up (not more); 
grate nutmeg over the top if fancied. 

Dressing for Chicken Salad or Cola Slaw— 
Take the yolk of a large egg; beat in a few 
drops at a time the best olive ole (using a silver 
fork), adding oil till the egg begins to thicken ; 
then you may put in a teaspoonful of oil ata 
time, og constantly until the egg has ab- 
sorbed enough oil to make as as mueb. 
Thin again gradually with a little white wine 
vinegar to the consistency of very cream ; 
add one teaspoonful each of salt and English 
mustard (the latter previously made into 3 
smooth batter, as for table use); sharpen 
to taste with red pepper. I always 
use the above for dressing lettuce, 
lobster, canned sa/mon, etc. 

The following is a very delicate dessert: Rice 
flummery—One quart of milk; 3 oz. of ground 
rice (picked and ground yourseif,—I have a mill 
on purpose); 2 oz. of sugar. As soon as the 
milk is boiling. stir in the sugar first, then add 
the rice, sifting in very slowly; stir constantly 
for twenty-tive mioutes; when thick and 
thoroughly cooked, beat until a little cool, aud 
add a dessert spoonful of vanilla. Ali house- 
keepers know that milk must never be set next 
to the fire for fear of purning, but always inside 
of a separate tin over boiling water. I havea 
covered tin that tits exactly into a kettle, reach- 
ing about half way, and I find for steaming rice, 
oatmeal, or making corn-starch pudding, etc., 
etc., it «far easier than im aay kettle ever in- 
vented. I give this as my experience, after try- 
ing about every new invention offered in that

money. The only source of means to pay such

The laws should provide for official nominations 
of candidates for elective offices, by bodies of 
select men, in the nature of grand juries; 
and for the payment of the expense of 
tickets and the like, not only for 
such official nominees, but also for all others for 
the same offices, who should receive, perhaps 
one-fourth of the votes cast at the election. 
Thus the present supposed necessity for de- 
— — + candidaces to de- 
rav such expenses would largely removed. 
Nominating bodies should be — to act 
under an oath, declaring among other things 
that the members were free from previous 
pledges, and would well and truly select and 
nominate those whom they deemed best quali- 
fied for the service to be performed. 

4. The present mode of voting should be re- 
formed. It is peculiarly subject to corrupt con- 
trol. It does not ascertain the real public will. 
It dues not afford the voter au opportunity to 
express bis free choice. Too many sone vote 
at ope place. Too mauy candi are voted 
for. The true focndation princi>le of tne Amer- 
ican system of elections is the free choice of the 
people, of select men. to choose particular offi- 
cers. T be people en masse can understand and 
express their opinion of the general fitness of 
an individual for a department of public service, 
but particular qu*lifications for particular public 
positious cannot be so determined. Heace, a 
large majority of minor officers should be ap- 
poiated by the chief men chosen by the people. 

All the voters should be exrolled in classes so 
email that every member of each class can per- 
sovally know every other member of the same, 
and it ehvuld be made practically impossible for 
any one to vote except in and with his class. The 
vote of each clase should be separately received, 
sealed, and cauvassed, and a list made of those 
not voting. In this way election frauds and 
ballot-stumug would be made so difficult aud 
dangerous that we might expect to see that 
a.upeadous evil practicaliy disappear. 

IV.—REFORM IN LEGISLATION. 

1. The mass of modern legislation is hasty, 
crude, uncertain, and coofused. It originates in 
toe main in immature impulse, or in personal 
interest and is not harmonious, either witn the 
constitutional divisions of tne Government, or 
with other legislation. This evil arises chieily 
from a strange confusion of incongruous offices 
A popular represettative body is indispensable 
to make know the public will. Learned and ex- 
perienced law-makers are indispensable to ex- 
press that will in clear and constitutional 
statutes. By some sort of chance, the 
modtin legislative body is supposed to contain 
a sufficient number of men from each of those 
classes; and they are also supposed to work in 
barmopy. The result is modern legislation; 
and as a tree is known by ite fruit, that result 
argues a radical defect somewhere. 

2. The House of Representatives should be a 
large body, and should include delegates quali- 
tied by occupation aad experience to speax fur 
every wortoy clace @ad iuterest which the State 
contains. ne burdeos that oppress the peo- 
ple; the needs they feel; the remedies tney de- 
mand; the refurms they desire to try, should 
all find ready voice and expvsition in 
such a body. In discussing a question of the 
public weal, farmer, mechanic. merchant, car- 
rier, capitalist, and professoual man stand oa 
equal The experience of one is as val- 
uable as that ef the other, aod ia the just bal-

When such @ body 
has determined what legislation 1s required, ite 
proper work u done. sessions of such a 
body should be short, but reasooably frequent, 
and the compensation of the members shou.d be 
very moderate. ihey are not asked to furaian 
skilled labor. but are called together to give the 
results of observation and experience, as the 
only proper basis of legislation. 

J. Tne Sevate should be a comparatively 
mall and permanent body of legislating jurists. 
They should sit to make and perfect the 
laws, as the Judges do to expound 
and apply them. Their compensation should 
be such as to command their whole time, for 
good statute-maiing is slow work, and a single 
mistake or uscertaimty way result io loss or liti- 
gation in a thousand cases. With the approval 
of the Chief Executive, statutes so framed 
should go into effect. If not in substantial con- 
tormity with the resoluwuons and orders of the 
popular oody, such approval should be witn- 
heid. In ecting a statute of any kind, 
whether of conveyances, practice, wilis, evi- 
det ce, or otherwise, such a Senate should col- 
lect, study, and ciassify the results of experience 
pot only in their own, but also im other States 
and countries. 

v. - Iron IN EXECUTIVE ADMINISTRATION. 

1. The need of reform in the Executive De- 
partmeot of the Government is urgent. The 
nature of executive power and the natural mode 
in which it operates do not seem to be under- 
stood. A want of system ‘ie everywhere ap- 
parent. Positions which demand the highest 
merit are bestowed asthe rewards of party or 
personal merit. Political combinations usurp 
the executive function. Executive suthority is 
exercised on rumor or hearsay. Iu consequence 
of these great evils, the executive service is 
demoralized, aod needs reform. 

2. The first step in the way of exeoutive re- 
form is a clear comprehension of the nature of 
the power to be exercised. Simple, straight 
forward, and complete obedience to duty, is the 
supreme law of executive authority. Command 
and obedience is the chief mode of the exercire 
ot this power. Within the constitutiona! limits 
of its department it is transcendant. ‘The legis- 
lative authority ats by statute; the judicial 
by judgment; the executive order.

VII. —REronx OF THE REVENUE SERVICE. 

1. The questions whether the law authorizes a 
particular levy of a tax; whether a particular 
sum of money is due from a tax-payer or a mu- 
nicipality ; whether any revenue proceedings in- 
volve fraud or oppression ; whether a particular 
relief sought can be granted in conformity with 
law ; whether a breach of trust or a violation of 
duty bas occurred; whether the public funds 
are being diverted from the purposes to which 
they ought to be applied; and = the 
like—all these questions are judicial 
in their very uature; and neither the political 


nor the executive department of governmen: 
can properly deal with them. Neither can the 


petent or unfaitbful agents and trustees, and ap- 
point others to do the work; to punish violations 
of law, as they may ocour,—this great power is 
peculiarly an endowment of the judicial oftice, 
and cannot saiely be trusted either to the polit- 
ical er the executive hand. Tneir discretion 
is comparatively arbitrary and dangerous, while 
the just judicial discreuon acta within well-de- 
fined limits. aod according to long-established 
ruies aad principies. 

2. Hence the collection, 
and. disbursement of the public funds, 
including the auditing of accounts, the passing 
of vouchers, and the direction of payments, 
sbouli be committed, under wise and carefully- 
perfected laws, to the judicial department of 
the Government. 

When the political department calls for a giv- 
on sum Of mouen to be taken from the tax- 
payers, the judicial sho be called 
upon to say whether law .sanc- 
tious the call. When an assessment bas 
been made, a fair. convenient, and public 
Opportunity should be given, before a judicial 
court, clothed with ample power, to correct, in 
2 — r way, all errors of judgment and 
abuses of authority. When a contract for a 
bridge, a tunnel, or a Court-House has been ne- 
gotiated by the proper ministerial agents, it

VIIl—REFORM OF PUBLIC EDUCATION. 

1. The State should deal with education as 
with religion, —only so far as the needs of good 
Goveroment demand. As the most efficient pro- 
tection against intemperance, pauperism, and 
crime, the education of all the people up to the 
standard of the com mon schools shoula impera- 
tively be required. But it is no more the proper 
business of the State to educate men for literary 
than for mechanical pursuits. The education 
demanded in the commoo schools is that which 
is mecessary for all classes, aod all pureuits. 
Sach education is of common interest to ail the 
inhabitants of the State, aud therefore ought to 
be supported out of the common funds. The 
State cannot afford to have ignorant farmers, 
merchants, or any more than it 
can afford to have rant professional 
classes. The proper scope of the com- 
mon school education, naturallx em- 
braces, not only reading, writing, arithmetic, aud 
grammar, bu. also the history of the country, 
aud the general of the Government ; 
also the rudiments of the natural sciences, aud 
the practical arts. because upon the pursuit and 
application thereof the prosperity of the State 
largely depends. It is the interest of the —

Govern- 
mout aid to particular emies, seminaries, 
colleges, and universities, constitutes another 
excepuon to the general rule, and is to be re- 
garded as a bounty or gratuity made for the in- 
cidental advantages that may acerue from main- 
taining a high educational standard in the com- 
munity. 

The matter for greatest wonder is, that under 
a free government no special provision has 
been made for the study of the administration 
of government as & practical art. All other 
pursuits are supposed to require previous study 
aod preperation; but when the citizen is called 
upon to perform the duties of a public office, he 
is apparently presumed to oe able to procure 
the requisite knowledge by some sort of super- 
natural endowment. Not only should the sys- 
tem of government and its ons 
be taught from a small text-book in all 
the common schools, but should 
also be a Oivil Service Academy to 
bear the same relation to the administration of 
the Government, that the Miltary School and 
Naval Academy bear to the army and navy. As
